GERMAN AIR SERVICE 


From the Rochester Democrat and Chronicle. 
American ingenuity and energy have enabled us to make gratifying 


progress in the direction of acquiring the supremacy of the air toward 


which efforts are now being directed. 
Dispatches from Paris state 


that Germany has already taken alarm over the ambitious aerial pro 


gram adopted by congress, and that the reorganization and expansion 


of the German aerial forces are now under way 
The new Germn air service will be made up of four divisions 


divided into the army fliers’ division, under control of the army chief 


of aviation, and to be employed in bombardments, night flights and 


photographic work; troop fliers, who will be attached to the staff 


headqarters of the armies and will be used principally for photograph­ 


ing and reconnoitering work in the sector to which they are respec­ 


tively attached; hunting squadrons, for attacking purposes and for 


pursuing enemy machines which may venture over their lines; battle 


squadrons, under the direction of great headquarters, and used to 


bombard military establishments behind the front, and open towns on 


enemy soil.

porary stands that President Com- 
fskey may elect to erect, will not 
exceed this paid seating capacity. 
As a basis of 
comparison, there­ 
fore. the maximum seating capac­

Many 
close followers of Hie playing abili­ 
ty of the two teams involved have 
reached the conclusion that, given 
anything like an even break in the 
luck of the game, the series will 
go at least six games before a de­ 
cision is reached.
